EPA  is  committed  to  working  closely  with  response  agencies  and  state  and  local 
officials  to  ensure  the  safety  of  citizens,  respond  to  concerns  and  to  evaluate  impact  to 
water  contaminated  by  the  spill. 

Staff  Deployed  as  of  8/15/15 

EPA  currently  has  deployed  over  200  employees  and  contractors  for  the  response 
(based  on  78  for  R6;  36  for  R9  and  92  for  R8).  The  US  Coast  guard  is  also  providing  14 
responders.  There  are  currently  at  least  20  different  state  and  local  agencies  involved  in 
the  response  with  at  least  68  employees  working  to  ensure  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
public.
